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"Las Globe, the only Work of this nature ever yet submitited to the 


Public, is the result of the unremiited labour of many years, and will, 
it is hoped, be found to possess a degree of accuracy far superior to any 
Map of the Moon hitherto published. 

The situation of each part has been carefully ascertained by a mi- 
crometer, and every spot has been drawn by repeated telescopic obser- 
vations from the Moon itself. Every eminence and depression, visible 
to a good telescope, on the lunar disk is represented, and so shaded as 
to give an idea of their respective elevation; and every part of the 
Moon visible in the most extreme libration, both ik latitude and lon- 
gitude, is given on the Globe. 

Besides the evident use of an accurate delineation of the Moon for 
astronomical purposes, particularly for the observations of lunar 

eclipses, it cannot but be considered as an object of great curiosity, 
that we should have an W record of the appearance of this our 
secondary planet at a certain period; for although the face of the Moon 
has not appeared to be subject to much change, since the invention of 
the telescope has given us the means ol accurately investigating it, yet 
there are strong reasons for supposing that it is not absolutely immut- 
able; nor is it possible to say how precious in future times a work of 


this nature may become. The elegance of the execution will, it is 
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hoped, be equal to the accuracy of the drawing, and it will be an orna- 
ment not unsuitable to the libraries and cabinets of the curious, as well 
as the studies of the scientific. 

Hevelius, the diligent observer of the lunar phases, at the end of his 
Selenographia, published in 1647, strongly recommended such a 
work as is now proposed to the Public; but we do not find any at- 
tempts were made towards its execution (though so much desired by 
that great man, who spoke of its utility) until the year 1745,* when 
we are told that it was begun and for several years pursued by that 
most eminent astronomer, Tobias Mayer. The editor of his posthu- 
mous works oþbserves respecting these intended Lunar Globes, that ** it 
* may possibly afford posterity some consolation, though indeed but 
* small, that the work was not obstructed by the death of Mayer; but 
* that being engaged in other discoveries, and for reasons it would 
* concern but few to have related, that learned man had laid it aside a 
long time before his death; and indeed in such a manner as it is re- 
e lated to me by his friends, that he expressed himself much dis- 
pleased if any one inquired alter his Lunar Globes.” Vol.1. page

Alter the recommendation of Hevelius, and the labours of Tobias 
Mayer, obstructed by an unknown cause, 1t is hoped that the Public 
will not consider the Work now offered to them as unworthy their 
patronage, provided the exactness in the measurements, together with 
the picturesque effect, shall be found to bear the examination of those 
who are conversant with the subject; many such persons of very dis- 
tinguished character have honoured it with their inspection, exa- 
mined the means made use of, and the effects produced, and given
